Canada And Its Coal 


The sound national and. economic policy for any country is tinques- 
thonably to be found in a decision and determination by its people to buy 
the products of their own country which ar¢ available in preference to simi- 
lar products of any other country, They should adopt such a policy not 
because of any prohibitive embargo that may be placed by Governments 
ttpon importations from other lands—which may lead to mopopolistic tend- 
encies and unduly high prices at home—but becatise it is good national busi- |’ 
to keep a country's money at home, working in and for the«country, and 
assisting to develop its resources and industries 

There are always some articles of produce and manufacture which a 
country cannot itself provide. These, of course, must be imported from 
other countries which do produce these things. In turn, that country has 
to buy something it cannot provide at home, Thus is international trade 
created. And, as is well known, international trade is paid by exchange of 
commodities rather than in cash. Gold comes into play in international 
trade when one country imports much more largely from another than it 
sells (o such country. ‘This balance of trade as between two countries also 
operates to fix the rate of exchange between them. When, therefore, onc 
country buys from another cotmtry largely in excess of its sales to such 
country, it not only has to ship gold to make up the shortage in sales, but 
it frequently happens it has to pay a premitim in.exchange rates. 

The fact will, or at least should, be appreciated that it is good national 
business—and what is good in this case for the nation as a whole is good 
for cach individual—for a country to confine its import trade as largely as 
possible to those things it cannot itself provide, and not to import what it 
can just as well produce itself. 

Let ts apply this theory, or principle, which is undoubtedly sound, to 
Canada and to one particular article of which Canada can easily supply her 
own needs. We refer to coal. Canada is rich in coal, richer than most 
countries. There are large deposits in Nova Scotia, on our Atlantic sea- 
board, and in British Columbia, on our Pacific coast. The Prairie Prov- 
_inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan are also richly endowed in this respect, 
particularly Alberta. According {o- a recent statementby the Mines 
Branch of the Province of Alberta, fifteen per cent. of the world’s unmined 
reserves of fcnown, coal die in Alberta. The world recognizes the British 
Isles as one of the greatest coal mining and exporting areas, a miners’ 
strike there disturbs industry and transportation ali over the world, yet it 
is officially stated that, notwithstanding Britain’s richness in coal, 70 per 
cent. of the coal reserves of the Befisn Empire are to be found in the 
Province of Alberta. 

Notwithstanding this great wealth ut our very doors, Canadians con- 
tinue to import tens of millions of dollars’ worth of coal every ycar from 
the United States, despite the fact of an overwhelming adverse balance of 
trade against us as between these two countries, and the further fact that 
there are many things which we ourselves do not and cannot produce and 
must buy from the south. Approximately $18,000,000 were paid last year 
by the people of Manitoba alone for United States coal, to which at least 
another $2,000,000 had to be added to cover exchange when paying this 
huge coal bill, 

And all the time the Alberta mines were hungering for the coal orders 
that Manitoba people were placing ‘in the United States. The working 
capacity, with present equipment, of Alberta mines is 12,000,000 tons per 
year, yet because of lack of orders only 7,000,000 tons were mined last year. 
It would have been good business for Manitoba to have purchased all its 
coal in Alberta and, by distributing the $20,000,000 it paid to the United 
States, provided steady employment for Canadian miners, thus helping to 
settle prevailing unrest, and at the same time creating a larger purchasing 
market for the manufacturers, wholésalers and jobbers of Manitoba, 

According to a statement made before the Parliamentary Fuel Com- 
mittee at Ottawa on April 13th by S. J. Cook, chief of the mining division 
of the Railway Commission, coal production in Nova Scotia, and mines 
working only to half their capacity in Alberta, Canadians in 1920 imported 
15,902,632 tons of bituminous coal from the United States, or nearly three 
million tons more than in the preceding year, ‘ ; 

_ This is bad business for Canada all round. Quantity production means 
.cheaper production, tnd by keeping Canada's coal mines working to capa- 
city the production cost per ton will be lowered, because, steady employment 
for miners, without costly layoffs, mcans a lower wage charge per ton ac- 
tually produced. Buying Canadian coal means keeping Canada’s money in 
Canada, to be used in Canada’s business, employing and paying Canada’s 
own workers, developing Canada's resources, and adding to the turnover 
and prosperity of every line of Canada’s commercial activity. 

A ctistoms tariff will not bring about the desired result, but, acting in their 
individual-and collective capacity, the business men and cititzens of Canada 
can do if they will. They will be terribly shortsighted if they fail to take 
advantage of the opportunity which lies open to them,

Manufacture of Fire Lighter. from this 
Material May be Commenced. — 


The manufacture of a fire lighter 
from clay deposits, found on his land, 
is being undertaken by a Waldeck 
farmer, This deposit is the only 
known one of its kind on the Ameri- 

can continent, although considerable 
quantities of this clay are also found 
in Germany. The fire lighter is in 
the form of a brick. It is soaked in 
kerosene for a few minutes, and whea 
it has absorbed a quantity, a match is 
applied. The brick will burn for half 
an hour with a steady flame, and when 
exhausted can be replenished with 
kerosene and used indefinitely. Other 
uses to which this clay can be put 
are: Kalsomine, filler for-paper, Duich 
cleanser, white shoe polish and brick 
or tile of the very best quality.

‘Shipping of Cattle on Hoof May be 
Suspended by New Method. 

Mr. P. Burns, of P. Burns & Co.,, 
one of the largest livestock dealers in 
Canada, predicted that the shipping 
of cattle on the hoof to England 
would be superseded in Canada by the 
system of transportation in the dress- 
ced state, in the next ten years.

At the Lester Institute in London, 
years of expcriments in the study of 
scurvy have shown that the slightest 
trace of this disease results in definite 
changes in the structure of -the tceth. 

We have long known that the mere 
presence of bactcria does not mean 
infection. ‘Co have bacteria become 
active we must have a point of en- 
trance and a lowered resistance>.. 

Scurvy lowers the resistance of the 
teeth by causing changes in the tooth 
structtire, and so encourages fhe ac- 
tivity of the bacteriasof decay. In 
addition, the lowering of the vitality 
of the membrane surrounding the 
tooth, causes a loosening of the teeth 
in their sockets, which will result in 
their total loss if the discase is not 
checked. 

Scurvy is a discase that is caused 
by lack of proper nourishment. We 
usually think of this disease as one 
that was commonest in the Civil War 
days and that it is not likely to occur 
in Our own time. ° 

But, strange as it may seem, in 
times of peace, and in all parts of the 
world, scurvy is a prevalent disease. 

There is a very common form, 
known as latent scurvy, that is diffi- 
cult to recognize except by the con- 
dition of the gums and teeth. This 
is particularly prevalent in under- 
nourished children. The causes of 
this disease are: Insufficient food, 
food that may be caten in sufficient 
quantity but that docs not provide the 
right elements for nourishment, food 
that may be sufficient in quantity and 
quality but that is not properly masti- 
cated and consequently does not com- 
pletcly digest. 

In fact, it is not the quantity of 
food that counts; it is the nourish- 
ment derived from it that gives 
streneth. The condition of the teeth: 
and gums may be citer the cause or 
the~result of this disease of under- 
nourishment. 

If the child’s tecth decay rapidly 
and the gums are inflamed and the 
bony process around the teeth begins 
to absorb, giving the appearance of 
premature ageing, it is time to have 
the physician and the dentist.

A preliminary survey of the auto- 
mobile industry for the calendar year 
of 1919 has been completed by the Do- 
minton Bureau of Statistics dealing 
with three different sections covering 
automobiles, accessories and repairs 
respectively.

Eight Thousand Canadian Cadets

Ottawa.—During the debate on the 
militia estimaics in the House of 
Commons the estimate of $450,000 for 
cadet services came up.

Delay Caused Because Government 
Could Not Decide On Best Man. 
Ottawa—The Dominion Govern- 

ment has not abandoned the id€a of 
appointing a Canadian minister to 
Washington, Premier Meighen was 
definite on this when speaking in the 
House of Commons, “It is intended 
to make the appointment,” he declar- 
ed. “There is one reason and one 
only, why the appointment has not 
already been made,” he added “and 
that is because the Government has 
not been able to decide om the best 
man to_occupy this important post.” 

Debate had arisen on a vote of 
$60,000 for “Canadian representation 
in the United States.” Speaking on 
it, Sir Robert Borden, former premier, 
urged that the greatest bencfits would 
result from the appointmentof a Can- 
adian minister at Washington, “The 
appointment is in the best interests of 
Canada and of the Empire,” echoed 
Hon. N. W. Rowell, former member 
of the Privy Council. “If we are to 
be on the best terms with our neigh- 
bor we must be in’ constant touch 
with them and understand their frame 
of mind,” 

Criticisms and approval came from 
both sides of the House. From 
the Government ranks, W. F. Cock- 
shutt (Brantford) thought the step an 
unwise one to take. Conflict be- 
tween the British ambassador and the 
Canadian minister would ensue sooner 
or later, From the Liberal side, 
Hon, W. S. Fielding—who was one of 
the Canadian signatories of the reci- 
procity agreement—argued that the 
appointment would not be a useful 
one, * 

On the other hand, Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, Liberal leader, held 
that it would be to the advantage of 
Canada to have someone represent 
her at Washington. But he did not 
agreethat, in the absence of the 
British ambassador, the Canadian

Germany’s appeal, signed by Chan- 
cellor Pehrenbach and Foreign Minis- 
ter Simons, was directed to President 
Harding and was transniitted through 
United States Commissioner Dressel, 
at Berlin, It was answered by Secre- 
tary of State Hughes after a confer- 
ence with the President at the White 
House. . 

The communication from Berlin 
said the German Government was 
ready and willing to agree “without 
qualification or reservation, to pay 
such sums as the President after ex- 
amination and investigation might 
find just and right,” and “to fulfil in 
letter and spirit all the provisions of 
any award that may be made by him,” 

In reply, Secretary Hughes said: 
“This Government could not agree to 
mediate the question of reparations 
with a view to acting as umpire in its 
settlement, Impressed, however, 
with the seriousness of the issues in- 
volved, as they affect the whole world, 
the Government of,the United States 
feel itself deeply concerned with the 
question of obtaining an carly and 
just solution, This Government 
strongly desires that there should be 
an immediate resumption of negotia- 
tions and reiterates its earnest_hope 
that the German Government will 
promptly formulate such proposals as 
would present a proper basis for dis- 
cussion, Should thee German Gov- 
ernment take this course, this Gov- 
ernment will consider bringing the 
matter to the attention of the Allied 
Governments in a manner acceptable 
to them in order that negotiations 
may speedily be resumed.”

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The Splendid :Scrvices 


Of the Press to 
a Agricultural Development 


In an address at the Agricultural 
Conference held recently. at Saska- 
toon, W. A. McLeod, Editor of Pub- 
lications for the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment, said in part: 


“The press, as usual,-has the last 
word, Having the last word I can 
speak dogmatically. The services 
the press has rendered agriculture— 
and I include in this the daily, weekly 
and agricultural press—are so great 
and cover such a wide field that were 
IT now a genuine newspaper man, it 
would be too much like boasting were 
T to enumerate them, I hold the 
same relation to journalisin: today 
which many of you here do to farm- 
itig, for I edit a serious, dignificd gov- 
ernment publication which does not 
have to depend on the number of its 
subscribers or its advertising patron- 
age, to make a living for the editor, 

“Vhe press, in serving agriculture, 
has rendered a great service to you 
men who are also serving agriculture 
in the same ficld and the highest of 
all, the field of education, ‘The pro- 
fession best represented at this con- 
ference is that of the technical agri- 
culturist, who was popularly, or rather 
unpopularly known a few years ago 
as a ‘book farmer.’ There is gtill 
some dispute as to whom the credit 
belongs for.‘book farmers’ being list- 
ened to in these days with the keen- 
est interest by the very men who used 
to speak of ‘book farmers’ with ridi- 

-cule or contempt a comparatively few 
years ago. Some of. you hold that 
this changed attitude is owing to the 
experimental farms today being anore 
numerous, larger, better equipped and 
doing better work than they did a 
generation ago. Others believe that 
it is duc to the advances made by our 
agricultural colleges which are taking 
the university to those who cannot 
come to it, and still others give the 
credit for this changed attitude to the 
progress made by our federal and pro- 
vincial departments of agriculture. 

“I grant you that a general advance 
has been made all along the line, but 
maintain that it was the press more 
than any other agency that killed the 
bogey of the ‘book farmer’ and en- 
sures him a respectful hearing today 
whenever he has any. message. of im- 
portance to give the public, and wide 
publicity for what he has to say if he 
can ‘tell the story in an interesting 
way. And I further claim that the 
success of ‘Better Farming Trains,’ 
agricultural short courses, and the 
increasing knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of the valuable work done at our 
Agricultural Colleges and experimen- 
tal farms is in a large measure due to 
the publicity given them by the press. 

“Rudyard Kipling tells of a tribe in 
the very carly history of our race, 
which had just fought a terrible -bat- 
tle avith a rival tribe and had come off 
victorious chiefly through the prowess 
of one warrior who had performed 
prodigies of valor, but when the tribe 
held a feast to celebrate the victory— 
the bodies of the slain probably furn- 
ishing a substantial portion of the 
banquet—and the hero was called 
upon to make a speech, he broke 
down ignomiously after a few. stam- 
mering words. “Then uprose another 
tnan, who had not been in the fight at 
nll but had been at the movies-or fish- 
ing on the day of the battle, and he 
described the whole affair, the 
triumph of his tribe and the slaughter 
and rout of ‘the enemy, until all the 
members of the tribe were in trans- 
ports, completely carried away by the 
eloquence of this after-dinner speaker, 
and howling their battle cries as the 
acenes of the combat were vividly pre- 
sented to their imagination. But af- 
ter they had cooled down a little the 
elders of the tribe held a conference 
and decided that the orator should be 
slain, and he was promptly knocked 
on the head. They found him guilty 
of possessing ‘the magic of the neces- 
sary word,’-and they held 
would be a great menace to the wel- 
fare of the tribe if men with this ex- 
traordinary gift were permitted to 
sway the imaginations and passions of 
men at will. . 

“Now it is this ‘magic of the neces- 
sary words’ which the cditor must 
possess if he is to be a successful edi- 
tor. But we have greatly improved 
on this primitive methods of our an- 
cestors in this field as we have in ag- 
riculture. We have made our editors 
safe by making them editors. There 
is no need for knocking the editor on 
the head for fear he shold use this 
mysterious power to exalt himself, as 
we keep:him so busy boosting for his 
town, his’ province, his party, the 
prospects for the next crop, ‘Better 
Farming’ and “Back to the Land’ 
movements, that he has no time nor 
opportunity to boost for himself. 
Once in a while an editor breaks 
loose and becomes a millionaire, a 
lord, or a president of the United

is no calamity of drougth, hail, rust, 
frost or grasshoppers which would so 
seriously affect the welfare of the 
farmers of the province, and there- 
the

without any authentic news of what 
was happening in the province or the 
outside world, - Wild rumors, magni- 
fied a hundred-fold by passing from 
mouth to mouth, would make life in 
our cities and towns most miserable 
and life in the country quite imposs- 
ible. _ Omit from our daily and week- 
ly papers every reference to agricul- 
ture, and you could not deal a heavier 
blow at*progressive agriculture” ‘ 


May Withhold Help 
From Austria 


Allies Will Abandon Efforts If Aus- 
tria Unites With Germany. 

Warning has been given the Aug- 
trian Government by the French min- 
ister to that country, if the govern- 
ment is unable to render inefficacious 
plans looking to the fusion of Austria 
and Germany, France will suspend 
any contemplated assistance-to Aus- 
tria, it fs said in a message received in 
Paris from Vienna, In-addition, the 
minister is said to have declared that 
in such a case the allied reparations 
commission would receive restored’ 
authority in the republic. - 

The British and Italian ministers 
are declared to have associated them- 
selves in this declaration and to have 
added that the withdrawal of France 
from any movement for giving aid to 

ustria would mean a complete 
abandonment of efforts to assist that 
country on the part of the allies.

That is Spain, 
where ‘the growth in swine totalled 
1,219,000 head (or at the rate of 50 
per cent. over pre-war figures), cattle 
354,000 and sheep 785,000, Portugal 
shows a small increase and Germany 
an increase of 1,108,000 in sheep. Den-

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Sunflowers Increase 
Dairy Profits 


Reports Indicate That New Fodder Is 
Destined a Standard Crop. 

Now that winter feeding of stock is 
finished, reports on the results of sun- 
flower feed are coming in from many 
sources, and all tend to indicate that 
this new fodder is destined to become 
a standard ctop in the prairie prov- 
inces of Canada. It seems that prac- 
lically everybody who has experi- 
mented with a few acres of sunflowers 
is going to plant at least double the 
acreage of last year and silos will be 
springing up in every dircction. 

A. typical example of what this sil- 
age micans to the dairy farmer is giv- 
en by Bert Tiffin, of Lethbridge, Al- 
berta. In December, January and 
February, 1919, his cows produced 
mille to the value of 1,128.93. Last 
year Mr. Tiffin planted five acres to 
sunflowers and from the same number 
of cows he got milk that brought him 
$1,648.04, an increase of $519;11. His 
silo cost Iess than $500, Previously 
he needed all his quarter section to 
supply feed to his herd, but his sun- 
flower yield: was so large that he has 
been able to spare fifty tons of al- 
falfa, worth about $700, for the mar- 
ket so that even svith the expenses of 
this silo he will have a net cash sur- 
‘plus of more than $700. Adding in 
the vahie of ‘his silo he has found 
that“the sunflower fodder has meant 
more than $1,200 increased revenue to 
him.

Poland Over-Populated 


Estimated to Have Nearly Two Mil- 
lion Landless Peasants. 

With the possible exception of 
Italy, Poland_has some of the worst 
over-populated rural districts.of any 
country in Europe. Former Russian- 


Poland is estimated to have one and] 


a half million landless peasants. The 
surplus of labor and the prevalence 
of little cottage holdings too small to 
cultivate with improved machinery 
are largely responsible for the back= 
ward state of Polish agriculture. 
These conditions are engaging the 
attention of the Polish diet, which 
passed an agrarian-reform bill_ last 
July—not yet, however, put into ef- 
fect. Its provisions are intended to 
promote the formation of small farms 
of about fifty to one hundred acres in 
area. 
While other manufacturing indus- 
tries are at a standstill, the manufac- 
ture of munitions is rapidly develop- 
ing. Two large companies are ac- 
tually building munition works in Po- 
land, one of which is intimately’ con- 
nected with the British and Canadian 
Vickers. Preparations are being 
madc-.for opening an explosive fac- 
tory, 


U.S. Sympathy 
Is With Britain 


“Personally,” continued Sir Percy, 
newspaper interview, “I am fully 
in accord with Rear-Admiral Adair 
when he said that we ought not to 
spend one penny on battleships, but 
whatever money we may have to 
spare should be laid out on research 
work. Rear-Admiral Adair told the 
TIouse of Commons that if we built 
new battleships we should also have 
to provide new bases at great cost at 
Halifax, Bermuda, Jamaica, on the 
west coast of Canada, in New Guinea 
and at Signapore, I say this nation, 
with.the income tax at six shillings in 
the ‘pound, cannot afford this huge 
expenditure, when nobody can tell me 
‘what. we are going to do with these 
battleships when we get them. 

"Inthe first few hours of the next 
war Plymouth, Dover and even Lon- 
don may be reduced to ashes unless 
we are prepared with an adequate 
counter to the fleets of airplanes that 
would attack-us. It seems to me, 
therefore ,nothing but plain common 
sense that we should spend, what. 
only we can spare, not on battleships 
that are ‘no d——d good’ as the mid- 
shipman said, but in providing the 
very best we can buy of the newer 
weapons that will count in the war 
of the future.” : 

Speaking of the- latest develop- 
ments of- death-dealing instruments, 
Sir Percy explained. the principles of 
the new Davis gun, which fires from 
both ends and with which, he said, all 
American airplanes were to be armed, 
It would be possible for an airplane 
to carry a 12-inch gun and fire at . 
battleships from 10,000 fect up. 
Battleships could have no protection 
against such weapons. = 

Speaking of the progress that had 
been made in planning aerial attacks 
on warships, Sir Percy Scott said, in 
an interview in the Evening Stand- 
ard: “It is no secret now—every man 
in the service knows it—that had the 
war lasted another fortnight, we 
would probably, by means of an aerial 
attack, have sunk all the German 
ships in the Kiel Canal.”

Wheat -is the Standby 


The Grain That Holds a Permanent 
Place in the West. 

Will wheat production in the prairie 
provinees reach its maximum in the 
near future or will the acreage be ex- 
tended to such an extent as to give,a 
billion bushel crop «Possibly soime- 
thing on this question may be learned 
from the experience of Minnesota 
where settlement began at an earlier 
date. Going back over a period of 
twenty-five years it is seen that there 
has been little or no increase in total 
production for that state. The high- 
est point was reached in 1909, since 
which time there has been an irregu- 
lar decline in acreage and in total 
yield. It does not appear that tne 
yield per acre is any less than it was 
in the early years after breaking, yet 
it has been found advisable to diver- 
sify the crops and introduce more 
livestock. Prof. Boss, of the Minne 
sota College of Agriculture, considers 
that it is still a good plan to retain 
wheat as a cash crop, since it is so 
well adapted to the soil and climace. 
At the present time he is of the opin- 
jon that the outlook for wheat prices 
is more favorable than for most of 
the other grains, Wheat will con- 
tinue to be the mainstay of the prairie 
provinces regardless of what advices 
may be tendered on mixed farming, 
It is also certain that other crops and 
livestock will in the future occupy a 
place relatively more important than 
they do now in what may be called 
the pioneer stage —Montreal Family 
Herald. 
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Canada’s Coal Reserves 


Canada Has Seventeen Per Cent. of 
the World’s Total Supply. 

The total coal “reserve” of the 
United States, by which is meant the 
quantity remaining underground 
within American territorial limits, is 
forty times as great as that of Great 
Britain, formerly the world’s biggest 
coal exporter, and is, in fact, a little 
more than one-half of the total “re- 
serye” of the world, Expert esti- 
mates of the world’s stock of coal, 
presented at a recent geological con- 
gress held in Canada, put the world’s 
total’ “reserve” at  7,398,000,000,000 
tons, and that of the United States 
alone as 3,839,000,000,000 tons, or 52 
per cent. of the world’s total,  Can- 
ada ranks next to the United States 
with 1,234,000,000,000 tons, or 17 per 
cent, of the world’s total, China 
996,000,000,000 tons, or 14 per cent. of 
the world’s entire stock; while the 
British reserve was stated at but 190,- 
900,000,000 tons, or Iess than 3 per 
cent, of the world’s total—Western 
Coal Review Winnipeg.

Agricultural Instruction 
In Manitoba 


Large Grant Devoted to Instruction 
In Agriculture, 

An especially interesting feature of 
the grant to the province of Manitoba 
made under the Dominion Agricul- 
tural Instruction Act which amount- 
ed, according to the report on the 
working of the act for 1919-20, to 
$77,113, is the allotment of $20,000 to 
extension schools, of $13,000 to aid in 
the teaching of home economics, and 
a like amount to the encouragement 
and development of boys’ and girls’ 
clubs,. Thus, nearly two-thirds of 
the grant is devoted directly to in- 
struction in agriculturd for the youth 
of both sexes. Twenty thousand dol- 
lars went towards meeting the ex- 
penses of a well-established and thor- 
ough going agricultural reprcesenta- 
tive system, The balance of $11,000 
helps towards dairy work, beckeeping, 
cost of the Killarney demonstration 
farm, and to soil analysis and survey, 
IIow well home economics has been 
encouraged is proven by the fact that 
the women's institutes, which held 
during the year five-day courses to 
the number of 390 in home cconomics, 
including dressmaking and millinery, 
increased in number and membership, 
respectively from 17 and 750 in 1914 
the ycar the act came into force, to 
120 and 4,800 in 1919. Under an ar- 
rangement that exists between the 
provincial departments of agriculture 
and education, whereby boys’ and 
girls’ clubs and school fairs are car- 
ried on co-operatively, in 1919, 220 
ccntral clubs and 1,200 branch clubs 
had sprung into being with a member- 
ship of 26,500. At the school fairs, 
held practically by all the clubs, en- 
tries were made of 887 pigs, 871 
calves, 356 sheep, 255 colts, 4,433 
chickens, 9,792 specimens of cookery, 
9,433 of vegetables, 5,000 samptes of 
canning, 1,000 of dairy products, 1,600 
of wood-working, and 2,250 of record 
keeping work, In all, there werc
